No Government 
Check For Farms 
Classed As Idle 


A farm that is classified as idle 
during 1939 cannot draw either a 
parity or conservation check un­ 
der the 1939 AC A Program. 
To be eligible for a payment 
an acreage equal to one-half or 
more of the sum of the special 
and general acreage allotments 
for the farm must be seeded to 
some crop for the purpose of har­ 
vesting for seed, hay, or for pas­ 
turage usage.

The Legislature has been 
in 
session approximately four weeks 
more than the regular session. I 
will admit that the time has come 
when it is hard for me to tell just 
what is best to do on the question 
of adjournment.
